control of the President. This is provided
for by a general order issued a little over
a month ago In the heighth of the Coxey
disturbances. It provides that whenever
the troops are r-n][n!u\.-_o-i to enforce the
execution of the laws of the United States
by official process they must act as a part
of the military power of the United States,
and act under orders of the President as
commander in chief and his military sub-
ordinates. They cannot be directed to act
under the orders of any civil officer. The
commanding officers of the troops employed
are directly responsible to their military
superiors. Any unlawful, unauthorized act
pn their part would not be excusable on
the grournd of any order or r:i:quest re-
reived by them from a marshal or from
iny other officlal.

From the above it can be seen how care-
*wlly the army officers must proceed In
1etion and the necessity they are under In
smalting orders frons the President before
akirg the fleld. The troops have been
=alled out only in strict conformity with
he statutes (vide Soction 5298), which
makes it lawful for the President to em-
slov them to enforce the faithful exeou-
jon of the laws of the United States wher-
sver they may be foreibly opposed or thelr
sxecution forcibily obstruocted. The fact
‘hat the government, having decided that
the present attitude of the strikers is in
violation of the interstale-commerce law,
the President is warranted in using the
trocps to enforce that law, as he would
he in the of anv other statute, al-
though this is the first instance where

DISPOSITION OF THE TROOPS.

Where the Regulars Will Be Stia-
tiloned Iin and Abhonut Chicago.
CHICAGO, July 3.—At 4 o'clock this
afternoon Col. J. P. Martin, who was in
charge of the Department of the Missouri
in the of Gen. Nelson A. Mlles,
received a telegram from General Scho-
field ordering out the troops at Fort Sher-
idan It stated that the President had
come to the conclusion that the United
marshal was not able to Keep the
sirikers in check and that the troops were
necessary to protect the mails and carry
out the court. Colonel Martin
at once telegraphad Colonel Crofton to

start the entire force at the fort, conzist-
ing of the Fiftrenth Infantry and the Sev-
enth Cavalry ard the artillery, for the city.

The disposition of the troops was decided
upon to-night as follows: At BElue lsland,
where the most serious trouble had oc-
curred, 150 men; at Grand Crossing, 1
men; at the stock yards, 18 infantry and
tifty or sixty cavalry. It wvas decided to
dividde a battery of artillery into three
sections and place them at Blue Island, the
stock yar and at South Chicago., To the
latter point were assigned also 10 In-
fantry.

The feeling among the strikers over the
order for troops to proceed to Blue Island
is chiefly one of indifference. They say
the presence of the troops will not aid the
rallroads, as there will be no one there to
move trains. Their base of operations, the
strikers say, will =imply be transferred
somewhere else, Vice President Howard
gavs the American Railway Unlon will
affer no resistance to the United States
troops at Blue lsland or anywhere else,
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Arrival of the Soldiers.

CHICAGO, July 4—The Fifteenth Regi-
ment, United States army, Col. R. F. Crof-
ton commanding, arrived in Chicago at mid-
night by special train from Fort Sheridan.
The command experienced a long delay in
gecuring stock cars for the cavalry horses,
and was further delayed en route by fears
of misplaced switches and obstructlions.
Some difficulty was met in persuading the
engineer to bring the train within the city
limits, as he objected to hauling ftruvops
inty Chicago. but the man was finally pre-
vailed upon to take the train into the sta-
tion.

INCIDENTS OF THE DAY,

Passenger Train Deserted in n
Swam p—10,000 Men Laid on.
CHICAGO, July 3.—The Nickel-plate road
caught it to-day in earnest. All the engl-
neers, firemen, brakemen and trackmen on
the Chicago end of the line stopped work
simultanecusly and without warning, leav-
ing things in a desperate state of confusion.
The worst effect of the walkout was in the
swampy regions several miles from the city
near Kensington. Here a whole trainload
of passengers from the east were left to
their own resources near the Stony Island
station. They had been brought hundreds
of miles and then left practically in a
wilderness, though almost within sight of

their destination.

A most swxeeping order was telegraphed
over the entire Northwestern system to-
day. It will throw out of employvment ten
thousand men. It is intended to strike from
the pay roll during the continuance of the
strike every man who is not actually nec-
essary for the dispatch of what business
the company may be able to handle. The
word was issued by General Manager Whit-
man, and it lays off the forces in the
motive power and car departments and

shops, and orders that they be closed up.
It suspends all track forces, leaving but
the section foreman and one man on each
section. Car repairers, car cleaners, freight
warehousemen, checkers, vard clerks and
all offi+ forces in Jocal freight stations in
Chicar, must go, and all stations along
the L w have been reduced, retaining only
enoitgh men to take care of such business
as the company can handle.

All ratirced employes at the Dearborn-
Street station have quit work, and the tie-
up is compiste on six roads entering the
station. fthese are the Grand Trunk. the
l’:.rit“. the Wabash, the Eastern Ilinois, the
Santa Fe and the Monon.

No switching is being done in the lumber
district, and a great many of the planing
mills have shut down, as they cannot L:'Fl'
“ars to move the lumber. This xill throw
cut of employment over fifteen thousand
men.

Not a Rock Island train was moved to-
day at Blue Island, but the switch tracks
were occupied with dead engines and stalled
trains,

The employes of the Michigan Central at
Michigan City have decided to continue at
work =o long as they are not called upon
to fill plices of strikers.

General Manager Earling, of the Milwan-
kee & St. Paul railroad, said to-day that all
passenger trains on the entire system were
being moved on time with the exception of
a few s=uburban trains on the Dunning
branch. There was some trouble in getting
firemen to man the passenger engines, but
it did not continue long. Freight is being
moved on the Chicago division, between
Chicago and Milwaukee, and on the Pacific
division, between Chicago and Havana. 111
Work in the Sioux City vards was aban-
doned, all the firemen and switchmen hav-
Img struck.

The striking switchmen met to-dav and
passed resolutions condemning the violence
of yvesterday. Switchman Mervin, who was
arrested at Bilue Island, Saturday, on the
charge of throwing a switch and derailing
an a2ngine, was tried and acquitted by a
local justice of the peace to-day. The strik-
ers are jubilant, and will give a grand
parade ‘n honor of Mervin's release.

Officials of the Illinois Central received
word to-day thar the shopmen, switchmen.
freight house men and car inspectors struck
at Clinton, [ll., to-day.

Firemen on the Rock Iisland met at Fortv-
saventh and State streets to-day and were
instructed not to interfere with nonunion
men.

[llinoig Central engineers met to-lav and
passed a resolution indorsing the strike.

The railroad strike induced the publishers
of I”lt" morning papers in Chicago to send
their papers this morning to Waukegan,
Kenosha and Racine by tugs,

A passenger train on the Baltimore &
Ohio was ditched at Rock Island to-dav by
strikers. The engineer was badly hurt in
Jumping, and the road completely blocked
by the derailed train. '

The Loulsville, New Albanv & Chlleago’™s
switchmen and coal heavers at Monon have
gtruck and a strike of freight brakemen
was also reported.

National Secretary Dowd, of the Marine
Engineers’ Association. said to-day: A
statement has gone out that the marine
engineers are likelf to s=trike out of sym-
pathy for the so-called Pullman boycott, and
that meetings looking te this end have been
held in this city. These statements are all
absolutely groundless.”

A new fireman mounted an engine at
Blue Island this afternoon, but was imme-
diately implored by the strikers to desert
his post. He refusad and was promptiy
pulled off. Other firemen came to the res-
cue, and a rough and tumble fight fol-
lowgd. The deputies interfered and suc-
ceeded in running the strikers away from
the tracks. No one was seriousiy hurt.
Late to-night officials of the (hicagzo &
Northwestern announce that they have
come to an undersianding with thelr men
in every department of the train service
whereby all through and passenger service
;.\-i!l be resumed as usual to-morroy morn-
ng.

PACKINGTOWN DEAD.

Doing in the Live
Trade at Chicago.
CHICAGO, July 3. —To-dav, for the first
time in the history of the live stock trade
in Chicago, not a single carload of animals
reached the Union Stockyvards by, rail. The
effect of the Pullman boveott on the rail-
roads was so overwhelmingly complete that
not one not not a solitary
hog arrived by means of steam transporta-
tion. Absolutely the only live stock re-
ceived was little bunch of thirteen
hogs that came In wagons from a farm
half a dozen miles out from the city, Nap-
ments were almost equally at a standstiil
The thousands of packing house emploves
and other workmen who go to make up
the population of Packingtown were made
ijle as thoroughly and suddenly as though
all had quit at a given signal from Presi-
dent Debs, though only a comparatively in-
signlilcant fraction are members of the
American  Rallway Union. Two attempts
only at getting out packing house products
were made, The Michigan Central tried to
make up and start a trainload of idressed
beel last night. The trainmen abandoned
the cars with scant notice, and the beef
was left to rot on the tracks in the yvards
The Panhandle road got nineteen cars of
heef through to Brighton, a distance of
two miles.

NOTICE TO TRAINMEN,

Wilkinson Says They Cannot Strike
ne Members of Their Order.
GALBSBURG, 1., July 2.—Grand Mas-
ter Wilkinson, of the Brotherhood of Ralil-
way Trainmen, has been in receipt to-
day of numerous telegrams and letters
from members of the brotherhood in strike
centers asking what stand they shall take
towarde the strike. He gives out the frol-

lowing for publication:

“The Brotherhood of Rallroad Trainmen,
as an organization. cannot =anction the
Pullman strike. It has no affiliation what-
ever with the American Rallway Union.
This =trike was authorized by about two
hundred delegates attending the American
Rellway Union convention, who did not
represent one-thirtieth of the emploves in
traln service in the U'nited States, but
every man, woman and child emnloved in
any capacity on a railway is expected o
bow to this imperious command regard-
less of any right of their own, obligation
to other organizations or contracts with
their emplovers. 1 am not responsible jor
the present rules or policy of the Brother-
hood of Raiiroad Trainmen. They were
conceived snd adonted by the men them-
selves and have often been ratified and re-
aflirmed by them, and I propose to exe-
cute those laws according to their direc-
LOrs.

“Members go out on strike and then
wire asking me to s=anction their action
when they know abaolutely 1 have no such
power. If they go out it will have to be
with the American Railway Union, for
they cannot go out as members of the
Brotherhood of Raillroad Trainmen unless
they have some grievance of their own or
of an organization which is a part of a
federation on the systemn where they are
at work. This position is not a new one.
It has alwavse been maintained, notably
during the Knights of L.abor trouble on the
New York Central, when Debs and How-
ard were then representing a similar organ-
ization and took the same stand 1 take
now. They could «do nothing else then. 1
can do no different now. AMembers of the
brotherhood who have sought advice from
m# in this matter have been invariably
told that they would be expected to per-
form their regular duties and no other.
This brotherhood will protect as far as it
is able anv emnlove who is discharged
for refusing to take a striker’'s place.”

Al every street cross.ng crowds of various
sizes watched the cars pass by, but made
no demonstrations more than to hoot at
the men in charge. As the train approached
the crowd east of the depot the engineer
slowed up for a switch to be turned and
then pulied on into the depot without the
least sign of trouble and the cars were
placed on the spurs at the west end of
the station,

The entire crowd was in the best of
humor during the afternoon. No attempt
was made to molest any of the switches
or cars. Altogether it was a good-natured,
orderly crowd with only apoarently one
obiect In view—to iInduce such men as
might undertake to operate the switches
to let them alone. The small boy of the
Eireet gamin type Was present. When
one of the depot officers attempted to
throw a switch and hesitated a moment,
not being certain that it was the right
ore, a small boy cried out, “*See de guy
trow de switch. He don't know a little
bit, see?' This brought out a hearty
laugh at the expense of the officer, but
he was as good natured as the others and
joined In the general merriment. which
somewhat softened the feeling against him.

THIRTY-FIVE DEPUTY MARSHALS,

Judge RBaker Gives Broad Instroc-

tiong=\No Interference Tolerated.

Judge Baker, of the United States court,
Jast night administered the oath to thirty-
five deputy marshals, sélected for the spe-
cial protection of mail trains, by United
States Marshal Hawkins. The special men,
after taking the oath, were reminded by the
court of their duty to the United States
government. He told them that they were
to have no sympathies for the strikers and
none for the railroad companies, They
were to throw all prejudice and sentiment
aside and act in the capacity of agents of
the government. Their duty to the gov-
ernment was only to be regarded. The
gpecial men were ordered sworn in by Judge
Baker vesterdav afternoon at the confer-
ence between himself, Marshal Hawkins
and Postoffice Inspector Fletcher. The
court in delivering his order to the marshal
instructed him to arrest mot only every
man found In the actual interference with
mail trains, but those found in the act of

retarding the making up of trains in the
vards, He held that the mere tampering
with a switch or coupling of any train in
the vards to be a direct violation of the
federal law. The switech and other vard
apparatus, Judge Baker claims, is a part
of the whole road over which the railway
company has the contract for bearing the
mails and must not be molested.

The instruct'ons of Judge Baker were to
the effect that any person arrested for the
violation of the order is to be sent to jail
and held without bail. Marshal Hawkins,
before sending his men out, lined them up
and =said:

“Gentlemen, you are sworn in to do your
duty, and 1 want no man who feels that
he cannot serve In the capacity for which
he has been selected. Any of vou who de-
sire to withdraw may stand aside.” The
ranks of the specials were unbroken. In
addition to the special deputies secured by
the marshal nine men were sworn in at the
request of the Panhandle offielals to watch
their property.

At a conference at 7 o'clock last night
at police headguarters between Mayor Den-
ny, Superintendent of Pollce Powell and
['nited States Marshal Hawkins, it was de-
cided to work the two forces in conjunetion.
Each c¢ity officer detailed to the switeh
yvards and Union Station was accompanied
by a deputy marshal. The men were dis-
tributed at the east and west ends of the
Union Station and in the outside yards.

CALLS FOR THE POLICE.,

Their Services During the Day
sisted in Watching.

The police force is now settled in the
new order of affalrs at the police station.
The men are under perfect diselpline, and
Superintendent Powell knows where to lay
hiz= hands on the squads at any time when
the occasion requires [t. There are
on duty, including the thirtyv-two
tional men added to the force,
A number, however, are awav from the
station all the time, but these are on
duty on the Unlon tracks or other places
wherz police patrol is required. ‘These of-
ficers keep in direct communication with
the police station, and if it is necessary
for them to unite at any one place, it is
s0 reported to the police station, and Sua-
perintendent Powell hastily sends orders
to that effect. The men who remain at
the police station, those who are not sleep-
ing, spend the time quietly in playing cards
or smoking, but are alwayvs within call of
the superintendent or captains.

There were =everal calls for the police
vesterdayv. One was in the morning. A num-
ber of strikers gatheredd on the [Unlon
tracks at Capitol avenue amndd made a lit-
tle demonstration, but several officers wera
gsent there immedlately and the crowd dis-
persed. Yesterlay about 2 o'clock there
came a call for the police from West In-
dianapolis. The call said that the striking
emploves of the Belt were forcibly inter-
fering with the moving of fsome cars con-
taining stock from side tracks near the
digpatcher's office to the stockyards., Su-
perintendent Powell, however. was in-
formed a few moments after the call that
the troubl> was over., and he did not send
out any men. Yesterday afternoon shortly
after 4 o'clock Superintendent Darlington,
of the Panhandile, asked the superintendent
to =end office s to guard an engine that
would pull a Pullman sleeper from the east
Panhandle varis to the !'nion Station, to
be attached 10 east-bound train No. 8,
sehedule<d to leave the Union Station at
5:10 o'clock. Mr. Darlington asked that the
officers walk east on the tracks from ast
sireet until they met the train and then
board it and accompany it to the citv.
Four officers were sent. They met the
train near the Home brewery anld accom-
panied it to the [Union Station without any
great demonstration being made. Howe-
ever, there were large cvrowvds along ths
track, especially west from the viaduet
The crowds offered no viclence, but gave
derisin vells, shouting, *“l.ook at the

They're casy marks,” and the like.

R[uperintendent Powell =ald vesterdav that
the police were not troubled in the l=ast by
the strikers proper. He said that it was
easily seen that the large crowds of men
that gathered around ths [Union tracks
could not be all strikers, as there are not
that many out, He =ald that the crowils
were mostly composed of elther toughs,
idle men or those who wer> simply on the
grounds to agitate and s=tir up trouble.
This statement s horne out by the fact
that the trouble Monday night on the
tracks at Capltol avenue at 10 o'clock was
due largely to John Clune., who is not a
striker.

EFFECT ON LOCAL BUSINESS,

Five Hundred Men of Oane Firm
Thrown Ont of Employment,
The firm of Arthur Jordan & Co.., which
is one of the largest in the poultry and but-
ter line in the West, yesterday notified
all of its packing houses, numbering fifiy-
four, between here and the Misslssippi
river, to cease buying. The firm receives
from fifty to sixty cars of poultry and bur-
ter a week from the territory covered by
its packing houses, but it was compelled to

buying, the railroad ecompanies re-
fusing to handle perishable freight on ac-
count of Mr. Debs's little pleasantry., Al-
most five hundrea men are thus thrown out
of employment until the freight traffic is
resumed,
The business men of the city are beginnin
to feel the effects of the strike. .
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too early in the trouble for it to seriously
affect any except those who deal in perish-
able goods which must be shipped and re-
celved daily. The commission men are af-
fected the most. Although shipments are
not entirely stopped the fear that the goods
will not reach their destination before be-
coming unsalable has cut off to a large ex-
tent the shipment of fruits and vegetables.
The stock on hand is rather large owing to
the preparations which had been made for
the supply for the Fourth, but after to-mor-
row it is expected that the supply will he
exhausted and the ecity will have to depend
upon the farmers in the immediate neigh-
borhood. Manufacturers who depend upon
having their daily supply of coal and raw
material put on their sidetracks each night
are also becoming alarmed over the =itua-
tion, for if the strike continues to grow it
will be impossible for them to get supplies.
The grain business is partlally suspended
on account of the inability of shippers to
guarantee the fulfillment of orders taken.

EMMETT IS A CANDIDATE.

He Is Keeping in the Background in
ihe Present Trouble.

Monday night, when the strike trouble
began to assume serious proportions, Mayor
Denny went to the county jail to see Sheriff
Emmet in regard to having the latter swear
in deputy sheriffs to protect the trains leav-
ing at midnight in case the police officers
found themselves unable to do it. Super-
intendent Powell sent word to Sherif Em-
mett a number of times that afternoon, ask-
ing him to come to the police station and
confer with him in regard to the matter.
Sheriff Emmett did not appear at the police
station and it is not known whether or not
he received the messages or was unwilling
to go there. In the afternoon and at night
until § o'clock Mayor Denny went to the
county jail a number of times to see Sheriff
smmett about this matter, but did not
find him there. However, at that hour, he
found the sheriff =itting on the stone steps
leading to the porch at the north entrance
to the jail. The Mavor made known his
mission after reviewing the situnation in a
general wayv. Sheriff Emmett said that he
would be willing to help in the matter when
he found it necessary, but he did not think
it time wyet. He said that he would be
willing to help with his present force of
deputies, numbering six or seven. He said
he had conferred with Governor Matthews
about the matter, and stated that the Gov-
ernor promised to call out the militia when
the city and county authorities found them-
selves unable to preserve order. Mavor
Denny asked Sheriff Emmett to go with
him to the police station and there confer
about the matter with Superintendent Pow-
ell and the members of the Board of Public
Safety. Sheriff Emmett refused to do this.

Tickled nt n Fake.

The American Raillway Union, at its night
meeting, was in high glee over an articie
in a Chicago paper, in which Vice Presi-
dent Harahan, of the lilinols Central, is
reported as zeverely denouncing George M.
Pullman to that gentleman's face. A res-
olution was adopted indorsing the words of
Colonel Harahan. According to the artl-
cle, Pullman called on Colonel Harahan,
and in the course of the conversation de-
nounced him. The whole matter, however
was a fake and denied Iin toto by Colonel
Harahan over his own signature. .

A Message from Ashley.

Governor Matthews's knowledge of rail-
road difficulties was vesterday confined to
the news gleaned from the daily press.

CHANGED BY THE SENATE.
Agricultural Appropriation Bill
Reported.
WASHINGTON, July 3.—The agricultural
appropriation bill was reported to the Son-
ate to-day. Among the amendments made
by the Senate committee is one directing
the Secretarv of Agriculture to have the
seed set apart for the use of Senators and
Representatives directed and mailed at the
department when the Senatorgs and mem-
bers so request, which is a return tu the
old system discontinued by Secretary Mor-
ton. It is made obligatory upon the

department to furnish two-thirds of the
seeds of the depariment to Senators and
members, whereas the House bill required
the Secretary of Agriculture only to do =o
upon their request The House provision
for weather forecast flags on mail trains is
stricken out of the bill. As agreed upon by
the committes the bill appropriates $3.112.-
368. which is a reduction of £.280 from the
total as the bill passed the House.
